# According to the 2013 Youth Risk Behavior Surveillance System (YRBSS), about 1 in
5 Missouri high school students rode in a car with a driver who had been drinking
alcohol in the past 30 days; among seniors, almost a third rode with a driver who had
been drinking®.

# The number of Missouri high school students who reported that they drove under the
influence doubled from 9™ to 12" grade; about 1 in 7 high school seniors admitted to
driving after drinking in the past 30 days”.
